With this, my first correspondence to 
you in my capacity as new manager, I hope 
to begin monthly reports about this diffi- 
cult-to-define being we know and love as 
KRAB. There will always be much to discuss. 
The first topic will be the Marathon. 


THE MARATHON: April 24 thru May 3. 
Yes, a 10 day on-air fund raiser -- (almost) 
regular programming. We are trying something 
different, hoping that we can reach most all 
of the people who normally listen to KRAB at 
their usual times. 

If you have anything of value: books, 
records, tickets, furniture, tools, cars, 
planes, or can offer a service of any kind, 
we sure could use them as premiums during 
the Marathon. Remember, contributions are 
tax deductible!

1) We are presently involved in a most 
exciting project -- cOnverting the scrapheap 
formerly known as Wilner's Department Store 
into a radio station. It's extremely expen- 
sive -- on the order of $100,000 -- and with 
the help of CETA Public Service Employment 
funds, and a Department of Energy grant to 
insulate and solar heat the building, we've 
gotten off to a pretty good start. But there 


is a lot to do and right now not enough money 
to do it. 


2) Besides the high construction costs, 
KRAB needs $2500 a month just to pay for the 
transmitter and station electric bill, phone 
bills, mailing costs, printing costs, insu- 
rance, equipment repair and the like. This 
doesn't include the salaries of several 
people, which brings us to another reason 
why listener support is more important than 
ever. 


3) We currently have 6 people working 
in construction, engineering and operations 
whose positions are funded by CETA. We have 
another valuable person whose position is 
possible thru a grant from Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting. Both of these funding 
sources are in jeopardy (CETA, perhaps very 
soon) due to the new crew in Wash., D.C. 

In the past, KRAB has received federal funds 
to purchase new equipment and help in general 
Operations. But now, public broadcasting 
stands to lose a great deal of financial 
support from D.C. Apparently, the new atti- 
tude is that the concept of diverse voices 
over the air for the public to choose from 

is not worthy of government support. So, it 
is most important that KRAB be able to stand 
firmly on its own two feet, supported by 
those who think we are worth preserving. 

This means KRAB is going to have to work even 
harder at providing a unique and valuable 
service to the community.
